It is unlawful for anyone to operate a water treatnment plant, a
wat er distribution system a wastewater treatnent plant, or a
wast ewat er col |l ection system serving a popul ati on equivalent to
25 or nore if that person is not appropriately certified. This
excl udes operators of wastewater collection systenms and

wast ewat er treatnment facilities which use stabilization ponds or
ot her nonnechani cal treatnent processes to serve popul ations |ess
t han 500.

A. Di rect Responsible Charge (D.R. QO

An operator who has direct responsible charge shall hold a
certificate that is at |least equal to the classification of the
facility or system where the operator is enployed.

Direct responsible charge neans full and active performance of
onsite operation

2. On site or on call during shift operations,

3. Responsi bl e for operation of a major segnent of a
facility or system

4 Qperation of a small facility or systemas sole

enpl oyee.
